Authority to appoint a_ building 
committee to prepare ‘plans for the 
structure, which is to be completed 
this fall, was given President Smith 
at a meeting of members of the board 
of directors and shareholders of the 
Chamber of Commerce Realty 
pany Wednesday afternoon. Tenta- 
tive plans for the building have been 
drawn by Pringle & Smith, Atlanta 
architects. 

Announcement of plans to erect tite 
new building means the addition of 
another modern skyscraper for the 
downtown section of Atlanta and will 
mark the sixteenth new strycture of 
ten stories in height dr more to ‘be 
st.rted or completed in Atlanta dur- 
ing the present ‘year. 

* The plans call for erection of the 
most modern .chamber. of. commerce 
building in the United States, The 
structure will ‘¢ost more than $600.- 
000, while the property on which it 
is to be erected has an apnraised val- 


uation of between $300,000 and 3400.

DAWES PLAN CALLED 
ONLY EXPERIMENT 


Attitude of America Is 
One of Prayer, Longing 
and Debate, but Not of 
Action, He Declares. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, May 14.—America 
should join a world court to “get the 
practical processes of peaceful decis- 
ion operating while the world is trying 
for peace,” Owen D. Young, the first 
administrator of the Dawes reparation 
plan, said at the annual dinner of the 
National Institute of Social Sciences 
tonight. He spoke in acknowledge- 
ment of the institute’s gold medal, 
awarded him “in recognition of his dis- 
tinguished services to humanity.” ” 

With his advocacy of adhesion to 
a world tribunal, he joined a plea for 
the substitution of actual participa- 
tion and experiment in world affairs 
fo: debate on underlying principles, 
and for consideration and patience to- 
ward the nations in America’s debt. 

“Most of all,” he said; “let us see 
to it that the great moral, physical 
and financial power of this country 
is not used to impose impossible and 
unfair terms, and so pave the way 
for future default, with all the evil 
reactions and bitterness which that 
may bring to the next generation.” 

Pleads for Practical Action. 

Mr. Young’s address was a plea for 
practical action in an attempted solu- 
tion of world problems. The Dawes 
plan, he said, is “only an intermedi- 
ate experiment.” He urged the im- 
portance of action even if only in 
liimted ares. 

“Let us do the small thing before 
us to do, even though it be small,” 
he said. “Let us get our growth from 
experience and anchor our discussion 
to practical programs instedd of soar- 
ing ~inte-that~ rarifiéd~ atmosphere 
where human undertakings die.” 

America’s attitude toward interna- 
tional problems, he continued, is one 
of prayer, longing and debate, but 
not of action, which is necessary. 

“What are the practical things we 
are doing?” he asked. ‘The whole 
world is throwing out an anguished 
ery for. peace now that the debauch 
of war is over. We look at its cost 
with the depression of, the morning 
after. We see the flower of a. whole 
generation using our advances in the 
arfs and industry to destroy each oth- 
er. Our desolated bomes, our eco- 
nomic burdens, our human losses all 
lead to the prayers and cries of a 
united ‘world to outlaw war. 

Debate and Delay. 
“But we delay joining a world court 


‘while we debate the question of na- 


tional sovereignty and endeavor to 
show that the principles of interna- 
tional jurisprudence are not sufff 
ciently worked out te warrant our 
taking the alleged . risk. 

“Let us supplement the debates 
with action, carefully and wisely 
taken, but action. Let us join a world 
court. Let us get our experience and 
strengthen these international peace 
agencies in order that they may be 
strong to meet the issues of the fu- 
ture in a new generation which will | 
not itself have experienced the honors ! 
of war as we have done.”

SUON TO RETIRE 


Persistent and Reliable 
Rumors Point to His 
Early Resignation as 
Foreign Secretary. 


BLOW TO FRANCE 
IF HE SHOULD QUIT 


Close Alliance With 
French Against German 
Invasion Advocated by 
Him as British Policy. 


BY CHARLES M. McCANN. 

London, May 14. — Persistent 
rumors point to the early retirement 
of Austen Chamberlain as _ British 
foreign secretary, which would mean 
that Great Britain definitely had de- 
cided not to pledge her manpower 
and resources to protect France 
against some future German invasion. 

There is no confirmation of the re- 
ports that Chamberlain is to go, but 
dhe rumor is-circulating among per- 
sons more than crdinarily competent 
to judge what is impending, and it 
is a patent fact that Chamberlain's 
plans for the conduct of Pritish for- 
eign affairs have been repudiated by 
the cabinet. Alterations of Europe 
would be the eventual result of Cham- 
berlain’s resignatiou, which could, not 
be interpreted as other than admis-. 
sion of defeat by sim and a disavowal 
of his policy with regard to the con- 
tinent. 

It is known that Chamberlain has 
advocated a clos¢ alliance with 
France and virtyallt the public con- 
summation of a dual treaty whereby 
Britain, with the tacit support of the 
empire, would guarantee . France 
against German invasion. In return 
Chamberlain hoped to ; persuade 
France that the Versailles treaty, in 
so far as it relates to the German 
territory given over to Poland, should 


.be regarded as subject to revision at 


some date in the near future. 
Repudiates Ideas. 

France is unwilling to desert her 
Polish ally and the isolationist group 
in the British cabinet, presumably led 
by Winston Churehill, has refused fo 
permit Britain to be pledged to thé 
perpetual defense of France. Thus, 
Chamberlain is defeated, and his de 
feat is of a public nature owing te 
the fact that he net long ago circu- 
lated among editors of friendly con- 
servative papers a memorandum set- 
ting forth his views for their editoria] 


guidance. Subsequently he has been 
compelled to repudiate his own ideas 
by the opposition to them within the 
cabinet. 

Not only was a portion of the cabl- 
net opposed to the guarantee for 
pce, but: the dominions did not 
relish pledging the empire to any sucn 
agreement. The isolationists in the 
cabinet are willing to enter a five- 
power continental security pact which 
would contain Fanvce, Britain, Hol- 
land, Germany and Belgium, but the 
French insist that Poland should be 
included too, thus preventing Ger- 
many from moving to alter the Polish 
frontier so that former German ter- 
ritory again would come under the 
control of “Berlin. The pact idea is 
at a stalemate just now, and wheth- 
er anything will come of it cannot 
be said.

Y. Mullins, Louisville, was chairman, 
after rejecting the minority report of 
Dr. C. P. Stealey, Oklahoma, which 
would have added the words, “and 
not by evolution” to the adopted ex- 
pression, “we believe that man came 
into this world by sig creation of 
God.” ; 

The result was in doubt until the 
vote was taken. Debate upon. the 
two reports, by Dr, Mullins for the 
cominittee, and Dr. Stealey for his 
own minority report, was featured by 
the convention's apparent favor ‘a 
both reports. 3 tag 
Precludes Aceeptance of Evolution. __ 

Dr. Mulling for the committee, hel 
that the expression—“man came inte 
the world by direct creation of Godt ™ 
—meant that man was created imme-_ ; 
diately, and precluded acceptance of 3 
évolution. Dr. Stealey declared that 
while the expression may mean “im- 
médiate ereation,” such acceptance 
would not necessarily follow and 
Baptist want to tell: the world just 
what they believe and what they do 
not believe.

JARDINELAUDS TOBALCO 
PRODUCTION OF FARMS 


on eee 


W ashing! on, May 14.— Tobacco 
not only is a means for ree reation 
and enjoyment but is a major source 
of income for the American farmer, 
Secretary Jardine declared in a pre- 
pared address tonight at the national 
convention of the Tobacco Merchants’ 
association. 

As a farm enterprise, he said, to- 
bacco is exceeded only by corn, hay, 
cotton, wheat and potatoes, and it has, 
enriched domestic agriculture by mil- 
lions of dollars. In the last 60 years, 
he related, the area planted to tobac- 
co.has almost quadrupled, and the 
economic relationship of tobacco to 
‘American agriculture has increased 
proportionately as farming itself has 
increased, 

“Tobaceo production,” he continued, 
“is one of those agricultural enter- 
prises which are extremely compli- 
cated. So far, largely because of the 
difficulty, relatively .little jrogress 
has been made in rhe solution of the 
problems of the tobacco producer in 
comparison with fhe economic import- 
ance to the industry.’ 

Commissioner Blair, of the internal 
revenue bureau, told the convention 
that tax collectious this year from 
tobacco were estimated at $545,000.- 
000. The production of cigarettes this 
vear, he added, is estimated at 75,- 
000,000,000, an increase of 56,000,- 
000,000 over 10 years ago. 


ADVERTISING MEN SEE 
WAR AS FOE OF TRADE 


Houston, Texas, May 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —All nations of the 
world were ea‘led upon to outlaw war 
in resolutions adopted at the closing 
session of the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of the World convention here 
today.

Amundsen to say he felt the hand of 
God had intervened to prevent the 
flight to the North Pole last week, 
has apparently spent itself. We 
awoke today under a cloudless sky 
and with the breath of spring in the 
air. 

The wind which raged atross this 
settlement zgain choked*the harbor 
entrance. fce Tuesday turned back 
the expedition ship Hobby, when she 


‘attempted to reach Green Harbor for 


mail aboard three sealing vessels. 
One of the sealers was caught and is 
now locked in an ice prison. 

Tuesday evening, the snow and 
wind abated and tre four engines of 
the two flying boats, in which the 
600-mile flight for the pole will be 
attempted, were warmed up. All 
four performed 30 well the mechanic 
officially declared them fit. It now 
only remains to keep them so. 

There is much speculation about 
the trial flights and the hop-off. It 
has not yet been decided whether to 
make preliminary trials or te combine 
the trials with the hop to the air- 
plane base on Dane’s Island. It is 
possible that the planes will start for 
the pole, and if everything proceeds 
smoothly, simply keep on\going, The 
hesitation about the trials is due sole- 
ly to the fear of damaging the planes 
in landing on the ice. 

The Amundsen statement last week 
fixing the end of May or the first 
of June for the kop-off to the pole 
has not changed the general opinion 
of the expedition that . should the 
weather prove favorable, the dash 
will be made sooner.

An Elyria jury 
disagreed on Lutille’s case Wednes- 
day night. but ether and similar 
charges still remain against her on 
which she may be tried. 

Chief of Police Theodore Walker 
gave the names of the 20 girls to 
Mrs. Cobb after examining a 17-year- 
old girl who had been arrested as a 
delinquent. She told a flaming story 
of immoralities, Walker? said. and 
the dentist she named is now being 
sought for contributing to her de- 
lincnency. 

The case of Lucille Jones, the pres- 
ident of the Epworth League at her 
mother’s church, was still being de- 
bated Thursday and the question of 
her prosecution on two indictments 
remaining against her has not yet 
been decided.

Oswald told the jury that he had 
come to Topeka last November to urge 
the governor to free Walter Grundy 
from the state penitentiary where he 
had been sentenced for wrecking a 
Hutchinson bank. 

Returns To Repeat Plea. 

Receiving encouragement, the young 
lawyer said, he returned in December 
to repeat the plea for executive clem- 
ency. This t:me the governor was 
cold, even insolent, Oswald added. 
Knowing of rumors that pardons had 
been sold through the office of Carl 
J. Peterson. siate bank commissioner, 
Oswald testified he told the governor: 
“Well, I presume the only thing for 
Grundy to do is to take the Peterson 


route.” 

This remark, Oswald _ testified, 
caused Governor Davis to become 
more cordial. Taking Oswald by the 
arm, according to the latter's testi- 
mony, the governor led the young 
lawyer to Peterson’s office. Peter- 
son and Oswald, after several days’ 
negotiations, finally agreed that the 
payment of $2.500 would bring a par- 
don for Grundy, testified” Oswald.

Divorce League 
And Arms Parley 
Request of U.S. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Geneva, May 14.—The American 
delegation to the league of nations’ in- 
ternational conference for the control 
of traffic in arms and munitions today 
officially filed an amendment to di- 
vorce the arms convention from the 
league of nations. 

The presentation of the American 
amendment, although expected’ in 
Many quarters, caused something of a 
sensation. 

The convention which it is hoped 
to amend provides that a central in- 
ternational office shall be established 
by the council of the league of na- 
tions for the collection and publica- 
tion of documents of all kinds relat- 
ing to traffic in arms. 

The amendment offered by Repre- 
sentative Theodore E. Burton, head of 
the American delegation, provides for 
a central office but omits the speci- 
fication that it be appointed by the 
league's council. 

it differs also from the conference 
convention by saying that @ certain 
number of states to be determined 
later shall nominate representatives 
to the central office and these repre- 
sentatives shall determine its organi- 
zation and functions, including the 
method of electing their successors. 

The United States won her point to- 
day that arms can be shipped to a 
foreign government without previous 
recognition of that government. Al- 
though this point was won, it was in 
effect neither a victory for the United 
States nor a defeat for South Ameri- 
can countries, which have been in- 
sisting on necessary recognition, for 
the resolution which was adopted 
unanimously was accepted on condi- 
tion that an agreement would be 
reached later as to how shipments of 
war material can be affected when 
the importing country is in the 
throes of a revolution. 

In other words, when an importing 
country is enjoying peace, the United 
States is free to permit the shipment 
of arms without being ties down to 
preliminary recognition of the pur- 
chasing government. Apparently this 
amply meets the views of the South 
Americans.

If the skin of your face is not fine 
grained, you will find nearly a thou- 
sand lotions, creams and powders on 
the market that will promise to make 
it so. Your trouble will be to choose 
the right one and about the only meth- 
od is to experiment. -What suits 
your best friend may all but ruin your 
complexion. 


If your skin is dry, use a 
cleansing cream or paste followed by 
eream; if your skin is oily, use a pow- 
der or the paste. ‘The paste is the 
best form oi skin cleanser for black- 
heads, large dirty pores and such treu- 
bles and especially for the skin over 
the nose and chin. If your trouble is 
merely prominent pores or blackheads 
argund the nostrils and over the chin, 
use the paste freely on only these 
parts. It will not matter then wheth- 
er the complexion. is dry or oily, for 
you can’ dry the nose and chin as 
much as you want.
